ires, Dolly Me Intyre called meeting to order at 8;20 P.M. 

Minutes of previous board meeting read and approved. 

Dot Young reported balance of §1825,01 In treeasury, 

Dolly announced Coral Gables Preservation Board Chairman Arva parks 
had presented resolution 15-A re preservation of the merchant's district 
to C.Gables Commission, and said a Board member of DHT should make an 
appearance to support the Board with this resolution. Dr, Jude on the

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Dolly annoimced the Merrick Manor luncheon to be held Tuesday April

including lunch,fashion show, entertainment,chances at door prized. The 
Cheer Bar cost extra. She urged we support this fund raising effort and 
other Merrick Manor sponsored activities outlined in the Merrick Manor 
Foundation souvenler program for Coral Gables 50th Anniversary. She 
Mentioned DHT had made a donation of ^10 for a one line listing in the 
program.

Sam Boldrlck mentioned the difficulties In locating F.E.C, railroad 
people for oral interviews, Mary told him about widow of Krome, Flagler 
construction foreman who lives in Homestead. 

Sam Boldrlck and Mary Dorsey told about tnelr trip to Opa-Locka to 
see the historic sites to be Included in the DHT guidebook, C, of Commerce 
helved them and provided map,making it an easy tour. They will use this as 
a modus oper?ndl in surveying other municipalltlos. Urged others to participate
